The Life and Death of that 
Great *Prelate and Martyr, 
the moſt Reverend William 
Laud, Lord Archbiſhep of 
Canterbury, and Primate of 
al England, Beheaded, Ja- 
nuary 10.1644. 


HE Fate of this Learned and Magni- 
ficent Prelate firſtand fignally verified 
that Preſage of King Fames, No Biſhop, no 
Kirg, he being the Uther to thar miſera- 
ble calamiry, which in the ſame manner 
| and method , theſame way of death, befel 
that moſt Bleſſed Prince; for that Prophe- 
* tick Saying was to: be accompliſhed in eve- 
ry Point, not. only. ef Regiment, bur in 
| the concerns of natural Life, like H:ppocra- 
| tes his Twins, to live and die cogerher. 
| _His Originals were from an honeftand 
| well-reputed Parentage, of good eſteem 
and ctecir in the Town of Reading, the 
| place of his Nativity 3 his Father a Clothi- 
er, his Mother of the Family of the mo 


_- 
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of a gentle extraRion, by which fide, Sir 
Fohn Robinſon is related co him; The Eflate 
theyhad,was ſuch,as neither ſo low,to cloud - 
or obſcure his promiſing natural Endow- 
ments, or ſo advanced as to ſerene them, 
and ſhew them to the world in that Pomp 
and Luſtre, to which at ſome diſtances they 
exereed themſelves, and by degrees moun- 
red to the top & dps of Ecclefiaflical Pro- 
motion and Dignity in this Kingdom. 

From his Seed-place and Nurſery of 
Reading, he was tranſplanted to St. Jobys 
Colledge in Oxford, where he gave preſent 
fiens of his Future Glory, being obſerved 
by all men, as the Ornament of che Houſe, 
and whole Univerſity. He continued here, 
having paſſed through all: the Honourable 
Employments of his Colledge , till .his - 
worth could be no longer concealed; and 
much beholding was he to that his Mode» 
fy of Nature, which ſo long: hid him from 
publick employment, and'gave hin rime 
and opportumty of laying ti: thar Stockiand 
Proviſion of all kind of Learning,which.his 
unwearied diligence did fo freely ſpend 
n the ſeveral Places and Provinces he ſo | 
_ miſely diſcharged, being Chaplain firſt ro 

the Earl of Devonſhire, and Prodtor of his

waich one of the chief Thomas Benfted, was * 
hanged in St. Georges -Fields in Sowth-

He was falfly by ſuch People repr rted 
for a Papitt » whereas what (tronger proof 
can be broughrfor his firmneſle in the Pro. 
reſtanr Religion , thanthar Book of his a> | 
oainſt Fiſher the Jeſuir , which like a Ham 
mer hathbeaten all rhe Royziſh Arguments 
into pieces, an unanſwerable Work , and 
of. which , they will never cleir chem- . 

, ſeives, 
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ſelves, brag and vapour what they pleaſe. 
A; to his Religion this will ſuffice ; for che 
morality and integrity , conſtant tenour of 
life, let him be judged by his Diary, pub- 
 liſhedin part by Mr. Prix. He had litcle 
intermiſſion of his pen or incention of 
mind againl(t the Roxs2r FaQtion, whatſoe- 
ver his Enemies have reported of him to 
the cantrary., having before his eyes, as his 
main aim, the glory and proſperity of this 
Church, 1ncheright and folemn Worſhip 
of God. 

He firſt began the reedifying of that rut- 
nous and decayed Cathedral of Sr. Panls - 
Lowdm, towards the chirge whereof , he 
expended great ſums of money our of his 
own purſe , andthis was reckoned to him 
as Superſtition , thouzh in the account of 
ſober aud wiſe mey, it was a noble zeal to 
Gods Houſe. The North-door of that 
Church he repaired wnolly with his own 
money , the Workmen nor knowing 
whence their wages came. 
In ſum, for theſe joynt Graces and Vers 
rues, Piety, Lexrning, magnificence, pru- 
denee, and humilicy, he is hardly ro be pa- 
ralled by any of his Predeceſſors; many - 
have had one or two of chem, buc wanted 

the other, in him chey were a bright con- 
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Rellation , whoſe luſtre made this Church 
glorious , to the envy and wonder of the 
Nations abour us. 

Bur che time of Gods viſitation betng 
come, for the unfruicfulneſſe, negligence 
and unthankfulneſle of the Clergy, a gene- 
ration of men were raiſed up as ſcourges, to 
infli& che Divine Judgments. For m the 
beginning of our difſentions , as ſoon as 
the buſineſle of the Earl of Strafford was 
over, the mad mulyrude fell a raving and 
_ crying no Biſhops, no Biſkops. In the be- 
oinning of the year 1641, and the latter 
_ end of 1640, this Reverend Prelate was. 
conmitred from the Black Rod to the. 
Tower, Whither not long after ten more 
of that ſacred Order, were ſent after him 3 
He continued in the Tower four years, b2- 
fore any charge was brought againlt him, 
though he all along -peritioned and defired 
the Parliament he might come to his trya!, 
which could nor be obrained cill che year 
' 1644, a full account whereof, 2s alſo of his 
death we have here ſubjoyned. 

It would trouble] Plararch, (if he 
were alive,) to find out a fic Parallel with 
whom to match him.

and make away whoever durſt oppoſe rneir 
doings , of Was\.conceived to be an hin- 
drancetorbeir growing £x1on.- Andby 
this Card their followers 19 theſe Kings 
doms have been ſteered of late , impriſon- 
ing and deſtroying all . who: have ſtood 
acainlt 
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2gainſt them. Ir is long ſince they enter- 
rained ſuch deſperate purpoſes againſt the 
life and perſon of the Lord Arch-Biſhep, 
threatnig his death in ſcattered Libels, rel- 
lg him that his life was ſought for , that mer- 
ther God wor man could endure ſo vile a Conn- 


| ſellor to live any longer. This was about the 


end of March I629, and Was the P rologue 
to thoſe /ibels , full of threats and ſcandals, 
which year. by year- exaſperated and infla- 
med the People, till they had made them 
ripe for. miſchie$., and readily prepared to 
execure whatever their grand. Directors 
ſhould ſuggeſt unto them. Saint Pawl did 
never fight more frequent and more rerrt- 
ble combats with the beaſts of Epheſres, for 
the promotion of the Goſpel , then he 
with che@untraRable and fiery ſpirits,who: 
molt ſediriouſly oppoſed his religious pur- 
poles of ſerling wnity and amformtyin this 
Church of England. And in this ſtare 
things Rood till the year, 1640, in which 
not only many faCtious and feditious Peo- 
ple in and about the City of Londey, made 


an affault by night on his Houſe at Lam- . 


b:th, with an intent to murther him), had 
they found him there: but the whole fa- 
citon of the Seors declared in 2 Remon- 
france to the Engliſh Nation, that one w 
ac 
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the chief cauſes which induced chem to in- 
vade this Realm, was toremove him from 
his Majelty, and bring him to the puniſh- 
ment which he had deſerved. The man- 
ner of their coming hither , and the grear 
entertainment given them by the faion 
here , ſhewed plainly that they were nor 
like, co be ſenr away withour their Errand : 
and makes ir evident that his ruine was re- 
ſolved on in their ſecret Councils, before the 
Parliament was called, or that they had de- 
clared ſo much by their will revealed, 

The Parliament had no: long continued, 
bus he is named for an Incendiary by the 
Scottiſh Commuſſioners , and thereupon ac- 
cuſed of Treaſon by the Honſe of Commons. 
And although no particular Charge was 
brought 2gzinlt him, but only a bare pro- 
miſe toprepare it in convenient time ; yet 
was he preſently committed to the cuſtody 


of the Gemleman Uſher , and by him kepr 


in durance till rhe end of Februery , (be- 
ing full ren weeks ; about which time his 
Cham was brought unto che Lords, butin 
oenerals only., and longer time required 
for particular inſtances, And yer upon 
this Lydford law , by which they uſed to 
bang men firſt, and endite them afrer- 
wards, ) was he committed to the T_ 
eng 
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being followed almoſt all the way by the 
Riſcal mulcicude , who barbarouſly purſu- 
ed him with reproaches and clamours to. 
the very gates ; and there detained , con- 
trary toall Law and Juſtice, almoſt four 
years longer. This was the firſt grear 
breach which was made by Parliament in 
the libertiesof the Engliſh SubjeR ; ( ſave 
that their like proceedings with the Earl of 
Strafford, was a preparative untoir;) and 
was indeed the very gep , at which rhe ſla- 
very and oppreſſion, under which this miſera- 
ble Nation hath for many years pined and 
languiſhed, did break in. What right could 
meaner perſons lgok for, when as ſo great 
a Peer was doomed to ſo long 1mpriſon- 
ment, wi:chout being called to his Anſwer ?- 


Bur zer the malice of his Enemies was 
not ſo contented. For _ ſome of 
the more moderate (or rather the lefle vio- 
lent) Lords, who did not pierce into the 
depth of the defign, gave our that they in- 
tended only to remove him from: his Maje- 
{tes eare, and to deprive him of his Arck- 
Biſhoprick, (Which teſolution notwithſtan-

And to the ſame ungod- 
lyend', did they divelt him of his Archi- 
epiſcopal and Epiſcopal juriſdiaton , confet-

from the firſt to the laſt, burin a proud de- 


fiance to the Laws of 'the Land, which they 
moſt impudently violated in all theſe par- 
ticulars : and more than ſo, they had pro- 
ceeded ftep by itep , to this height of .ry- 
ranny a Whole year almoſt, before they had 
digeſted their general charge into partica- 
lar Accuſations :; or ever called him to his 
Anſiver in due form of Law. 

5+ Bur God bad given him ſuch a mex- 
ſure borh of ſtrength and patience ,. that 
theſe afflictions, though moſt grear and 
irkſome, did make no more impreſſions on 


him, than an Artoyv on a rock of Adamant. 


For at his firſt commitment he beſought 
| his God, ( as Maſter Pry obſerves out of 
his Manual of devotions) to give him full 
patience , preportionable comfort, and cons 
tentraeut with whatſoever he ſhonld ſend ; and 
hewas heard in that he prayed for. For 


| | notwithſtanding that he had fed ſo long on 


the bread of varefulneſſe, and drank the wa- 
ter of affliction. yer , as the Sctipture rel- 
leth us of the four Hebrew children, his coun- 
fenance appeared fairer and fatter 11 fleſh,than 
any of thoſe who ate their portion of the Kings 
went » 07 drank, of bis wine. And he was 
i Fi wont 
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wont to ſay to his private friends, that, he 
thanrked God, he never found more ſweet con- 
tentment in his greateſt liberty than in the time 
of that reftraint. And certhinly it was no 
wonder thar it ſhould be ſo, he being con- 


| ſcious to himſelf of no other crz#es, which 


drew that fatal ſtorm upon him, than a re- 
ligious zeal to the howonr of God , the hap- 


pineſſe of the K ng , and t e preſervation of 


the Church 1a her peace and patrimrony, as he 


profeſſed ar his death before all the Peo- 
ple. Sothat deſpairing of ſucceſſe in the 
way intended, his Enemies fell upon ano- 
ther , bur more deſperate courſe, which 
was to ſhip him for New-England, and 
make-hin ſubject to rhe 1inſolencies of Fels 
and Peters, two notorious Schiſmaticks. 
Bur chis beirg pur to the quettion in the 
Houſe of Commons , was rejected by the 
major Part : norourt of pity to his age, of 
conſiceration of his quality, nor in reſpe& 
unto the Laws fo ofren violated ; but to - 
preſerve him yeta while ,. as a ſtale or pro- 
perty, Wherewith te cheat the Citizens of 
ſome furcher ſums , and to invite the Scots 
to a new invaſion , when their occaſion ſo 
required, For it was little doubted by 
diſcerning men, but that the Scers , who 
made their firk invaſion on a probable hope

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of ſequeſiring the Lord Arch-biſhop and 


_the Earl of Strafford from His Majeſtic; 
Counſels ; and ſped ic ſo well in their de- 
ſign, that they were recompenſed already 
with the death of the one, would eafily be 
tempred to a ſecond journey, upon aſſu- 


rance to be glutted wich the blood of che 


other.

diſpatch. When hatred doth accuſe, and w1a- 
lice proſecute, and prejudice and prepsſſe/[i- 
'0# fit upon the Bench, God help the 1nno- 
cent; There's nothing but a miracle can 
preſerve him then. And ſor proved in 
theevenr. They called him after to the 
Bar, both before and after , cauſed aſtri& 
inquifition robe made into all his ations : 
they winnowed him like wheat, and ſifted him 
tothe very bran, (which was you know the 
Devils office; ) they had againſt him all 
_ advantages of power-and malice, and wit- 
' nefſes at hand upon all occaſions :* but fill 
they found his anſwers and his reſolutions 
of ſo good a temper, his innocence and in- 
tegrity of ſo bright a die, that as they knew 
not how to diſmifſe him with credir, ſo 
neither could they find a way to condethn 
bim with Juſtice. And though their Con- 
ſciences could rell them, rhat he had done 
nothing which deſerved either death or 
bonds ; yer either to reward 'or oblige the 
Scots, who would not think themſelves ſe- 
cure whilit his head was on, they were re- 
ſolved to bring him 40 a ſpeedy end. Only

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they did dehire, if poſlible, ro lay the Odiam 
of che murther upon the common People. 
And therefore Serjeant #/de in a ſpeech a- 
gainſt him, having ageravated his ſuppoſed 
offences to the higheſt pirch, concluded 


thus, that he was guilty of {o many and noto- | 


trons treaſons, ſs evidently deſtruttive to the 
Commonwealth , that he marvelled the People 
' did not tear him wn pieces as he paſted between 
his barge, and the Parliament Houſes. Which 
barbarous and bloudy project , when it 
would not take, and that chough many of 
the Rabble d1d cefire his death, yet none 
would be the executioner ;_ they then jan- 
ployed ſame of their moſt malicious and 
molt active inſtruments, ro go from doot 
to door ,, and from man to man, to get 
hands againſt him ; and ſo peticion thoſe 
to haſten his condemnation, which muſt, 
forſooth, be forcedjto their own defires : 
(whereof, and of the CMag:ſtrates ſtanding 
fill , and ſuffering thens to proceed without 
any check, he gavethein a memento 1n hs 
dying Speech.) This being obtained, the 
buſinefle was purſued with ſuch heat and 
- Violence, that by the beginning of Novens 
ber , it was made ready for a Sentence; 
which ſome conceived would have been 
given inthe Kings Bench, and that thert 

- proofs 
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proofs ( ſuch as they were) being fully 
ripened, he ſhould have been pur over to a 
Middleſex Fury. Burt they were only ſome 
roor Tenorants which conceived ſo of it. 
The leading members -of the plot thought 
of no ſuch matter g and to ſay truth, it + 
did concern them highly not to go that 
way. For though there was no queſtionto 


be made ar all , bur thar they could have 


packed a Jzry to have found the Bill ; yer 
by a clauſe in the Atrainder of the Earl 
of Strafford they had bound rhe Judges not. * 
to declare their facts for Treaſon 1n the 
time ro come, for which they haq*con- 
demned and executed that Heroick Peer. 
And therefore it was done with great care 


and caution to proceed by Ordinance, and 


vote him guilty firſt in the Houſe of Com- 
mons ; in which being parties, witneſſes, 
and Judges too, they were aſſured to paſſe, 
it as they would themſelves , which was 
done accordingly , about the 20 of No- 
vember. 

Bur yet the bulinefſe was not done , for 
the Lords Ruck 2t it. Some of which ha- 
ving not ext:ngutthed all the ſparks of ho- 


nour, did by the light rhereof diſcover the

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_ ther. their conſciences were more tender, 
their Gollufion groffer, or their courage 
weaker. AllI ſhall ſay is only this , char 
 Claudims Lyſias in the Afts, had been as 
guilty of Saint Paul's death, as any of the 
forty who had wowed to kill him; 1f upon 
notice of the Plot waich was lid co mur- 
ther him, he had brought hins down unto the 
people, or not conveied him with a ftirong 
' guard tothe Court of Felix. - The journies 
end muſt needs be foul , which ſuch lewd 
and crooked mwaies do-condutt unto.

i 1s. Worth your obſervation , that the ſaine

innocent man, and other the like wicked 
and ungodly ends, rhe Biſhops mult be 
Voted our of thetr place im Parliamenr, 
which moſt of chem had held far longer in 
their Predecefſors , than any of our noble 
families in their Progenicors.

- trey,, either to receive by a provifional way 
of Relief any great Force into 1t, or by 
reaſon of the untenable Condition of ir, co 
bold Que any time, if rhey ſhould venture 
to-rake yp or ſtay there. Yet ſo conſtantly 
couragious, vigilant , and incredibly indu- 
{trious, ere theſe Loyally diſpoſed Gen- 
tlemen, aschis Town , which by reaſon of 
tbe inpreparation of Neceſlaties, could 


not 
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not probably hold our againft ſo potent and 
terrible an Enemy, che ſpace of one week ; 
continued 3 Moneths, in a moſt reſolute 
Defiance and reſiſtance of a ViRorious Ar- 
my. glucred wich ſuch variety of Conqueſis, 
and {upplied with ſuch freſh and conmmual 
Recruits, to:accompliſh thoſe unjuſt 'Tri- 
umphs and Trophies, which rhey had be- 
gun to rear upon the Ruines of the whole 
Kingdom : Br ar length afrer many fiour 
Endeavours,, in Sallies , Eruptions , and 
perpetual Firings gillantly performed, the 
Loyal Garriſon having eaten up all their 
Horſes, the Dogs and Cars, and whatſoe- 
ver (though moſt reluant to Nature,being. 
ſwveetned with Prunes, and ſome o:her 
Frric and Spice, whereof ſome {tore was 
found in the Town ar their Coming ) could. 
afford them nouriſhment ; was compelled . 
to cone to a Capttulation ( though it was 
bravely refolved che night before, to at- 
tempt breaking through, which was.not un-. 
feaſable ) by which it was concluded, the 
Town ſhould be ſurrendred upon theſe 
hard condicions,the Officers at Mercy, and 
the Souldiery upon Quarter forLife. 

The Reaſon of theſe hard Conditions, 
and their finding our ſo long, which oc- 
Cafioned then, was threefold.
